ert W. Spike, 43, a ministry pro­ 
fessor at the University of Chi­ 
cago credited with a major role 


in moving the church into civil 
rights activities. 
Minor, who gave his 
home­ 
town as Paintsville, Ky., wore 
a maroon and blue checked 
sweater and a white shirt. He 
looked much like a college stu­ 
dent. 
Municipal Judge Dean Stras- 
baugli continued his case until 
Wednesday. 
Minor must be indicted by a 
grand jury before he can be 
tried, unless he waives indict­ 
ment and agrees to a trial on 
the present charge.

Mellon Gives 
Valuable 
Art to Yale 


NEW HAVEN. Conn. (AP) - 
Philanthropist Paul Mellon has 
given Yale University one of the 
world’s outstanding private art 
collections, $35 million worth of 
British works be gathered over 
the last 15 years. 
Along with the collection of 
17th-, 18th-, and 
19th-century 
paintings, 
watercolors, 
draw­ 
ings and books, Mellon also 
presented hi« alma mater funds 
to build a naiiery and library 
where they can be displayed. 
The building’s cost is estimated 
at between $6 million and $9 
million. 
The collection, regarded by 
the university as the greatest 
body of British art outside Brit­ 
ain, is composed of 1,000 oil 
paintings, 
3.000 
watercolors, 
prints and drawings and 4,000 
rare books. 
The oils and watercolors arc 
representative of what is known 
as the golden age of British 
painting from 1697 to 1851 and 
include 29 Hogarths, 35 Turn­ 
ers, Constables, and 55 Gainsbor­ 
oughs.

Negro Youth 
Demonstrate 
In Bama City 


TUSKEGEE, Ala. (AP)—About 
GOO Negro students damaged at 
eas* 13 businesses eary today 
while throwing rocks and bottles 
in a noisy three-hour demonstra­ 
tion. 
The outburst came after a 
white man was acquitted in the 
slaying of a Negro student from 
Tuskegee Institute. 
Some of the Negroes, who of­ 
ficials said were from Tuskegee. 
a predominantly Negro school, 
told police they would be back.

said 
there 
were 
no 
arrests. 
Mayor Charles M. Keever said 
demonstrators broke out win­ 
dows, forced a door on a bank 
with a crowbar, painted slogans 
and did other damage in the 
demonstration. Keever said a 
window' was broken in a state- 
owned liquor store and the oper­ 
ator reported that a case of 
whisky was missing. 
Alton B. Taylor, 
Tuskegee 
public safety director, declined 
to speculate on the cause of the 
demonstration, which followed a 
rally in the City Square. 
However, a Tuskegee Institute 
civil rights leader, said the stu­ 
dents were protesting the verdict 
of a murder trial in Opelika, 30 
miles away. 
In that trial, which ended 
Thursday 
night, 
a 
Tuskegee 
service station operator, Marvin 
Segrest, 69, was acquitted of 
murder charges in the shooting 
last Jan. 3 of a Tuskegee stu­ 
dent, Samuel Younge Jr., 21. 
Segrest, on the witness stand 
Thursday, said Younge had har­ 
assed him again and again over 
a period of about four months; 
that the Negro came to the 
service station on the night of 
Jan. 3 and asked “Where the g- 
*d— is 
the g-d— restroom 
around here?” 
After he pointed to the ladies 
rest room on one side of the sta 
tion and to the men’s on the oth­ 
er, Segrest said Younge told 
him, “I’m not going to use any 
g- d— segregated restroom.”

(AP) —Waves of B52 bombers 
struck Communist positions in 
South Viet Nam today in three 
raids that ranged from near 
Saigon to the northern edge of 
the country. 
In one raid on the North 
Thursday, U.S. fighter-bombers 
were attacked by Communist 
MIG interceptors only six miles 
northeast of the center of Han­ 
oi. The MIGs fired heat-seeking 
air-to-air missiles but failed to 
score hits, a U.S. spokesman 
said. 
He reported, however, that 
one U.S. plane was shot down 
by Communist ground fire over 
North Viet Nam and two more 
were shot down in South Viet 
Nam. 
The B52s in their first raid 
struck before dawn 
in Viet 
Cong-infested Tay Ninh Prov­ 
ince, hitting enemy trenches, 
bunkers, foxholes and suspected 
troop areas 30 miles northwest 
of Saigon. 
A second wave, each plane 
carrying up to 27 tons of explo­ 
sives, hammered at Communist 
infiltration route 85 miles north 
east of the South Vietnamese 
capital. 
In the third raid, other B52s 
pounded a suspected Commu­ 
nist headquarters and supply 
area 20 miles west of Hue, in 
the northern part of the country.

The rate 
will continue to decline as bonds 
arc paid off. 
The 2.5 mill addition to the 
present over * all rate will av­ 
erage between $12 and $15 per 
year since the average value 
on the tax dupicate for prop­ 
erty in the school district 
is 
$5,000. This is for a property 
that would sell for approxi- 
nately $13,000 or more. 
The board of education points 
out: “This is a small invest­ 
ment for five years to retain a 
quality education program.

U.S.-Soviet 
agreement to ban war and wea­ 
pons from outer space can open 
the way to a pact to halt the 
spread of nuclear weapons. 
The 
agreement 
announced 
Thursday by President Johnson 
was welcomed at the U.N. as a 
major breakthrough in a 10-year 
battle for an international legal 
code to govern space explora­ 
tion. 
“It is the most important 
arms control development since 
the limited test ban treaty of 
1963,” Johnson said, referring to 
the earlier pact barring testing 


in the atmosphere, which most 
nations have ratified. 
He predicted the new treaty 
w o u l d 
“prevent 
warlike 
preparations on the moon and 
other celestial bodies” while 
guaranteeing “free access to all 
areas 
and 
installations” 
in 
space. 
Diplomats at the U.N. also 
viewed the agreement as a good 
omen for accord on another ma­ 
jor issue now under negotiation 
— a treaty to halt the spread of 
nuclear weapons to nations that 
don’t have them. No agreement 
on this is expected, however, 
until the 17-nation disarmament 


In announcing the agreement 
from the Texas White House, 
Johnson expressed hope that the 
United States will be one of the 
first countries to ratify the 
space treaty. 
The treaty, now in the hands 
of the 28-nation U.N. subcom­ 
mittee on outer space that 
drafted it, must be approved 
next by the General Assembly. 
Quick approval is expected. 
It will take effect when rati­ 
fied by five governments, in­ 
cluding the Soviet Union, Brit­ 
ain and the United States.

Some 8,000 delegates cheered 
when a standing vote was taken 
on a resolution urging “all mem 
bers to hold their production on 
the farm. 
The NFO goal is $6.05 a hun 
dred pounds for milk for bottl 
ing about 11 and a half cents 
quart. The Ohio prices now are 
10-15 cents per hundred below 
that goal

day after again ruling out a pro­ 
longed suspension of the bomb­ 
ing of North Viet Nam unless 
Hanoi indicates it win recipro­ 
cate. 
“We have told them many 
times that if they tell us what 
they’ve stopped doing, we can 
consider stopping the bombing,” 
Rusk told newsmen on his arriv­ 
al from Formosa for a three- 
day stay. 
“We can’t stop just half the 
way. They’ve got to stop their 
half of it.” 
The secretary predicetd the 
Communists will have to talk 
peace because “they will not be 
abe to succeed” on the battle­ 
field. He said he was “greatly 
encouraged” by improvements 
in the situation in Viet Nam. 
But he added: “I have no indi­ 
cation from the other side that 
they’re 
interested in 
moving 
this problem to the conference 
table.”

Kosygin Holds 
U.S. Guilty 
Of Aggression 


PARIS (AP)—France and the 
Soviet Union declared today the 
war in Viet Nam endangers that 
country’s neighbors and is “the 
principal obstacle to the relaxa­ 
tion of international tensions” 
and “lasting peaceful relations 
among numerous countries.” 
In a joint communique re­ 
leased six hours after Soviet 
Premier Alexei N. Kosygin flew 
home after a nine-day state vis­ 
it, the two governments said 
they deplored the Viet Nam war 
as “ a situation whose gravity is 
the result of external interven­ 
tion.” 
Although the source of the 
intervention was not identified, 
previous 
statements 
left 
no 
doubt the United States was 
meant. Kosygin said repeatedly 
during his visit that America is 
guilty of aggression in Viet 
Nam. 
“Once again,” the commu­ 
nique said, “the two govern­ 
ments note that the operations 
of war in Viet Nam continue to 
intensify without letup and that 
the human and material losses 
continue to grow.” 
The war occupied a large part 
of the conversations between 
Kosygin and French President 
Charles de Gaulle, and the joint 
declaration noted the two gov­ 
ernments would continue “to 
exchange their views on this 
question.” 
It said both nations are firm 
in their attachment to the prin­ 
ciples of the U.N. Charter and 
“were fully resolved” to use all 
of the U.N.’s possibilities to 
spare present and future gen­ 
erations “from the calamities of 
atomic war.” 
Describing discussions on dis­ 
armament and the spread of 
nuclear weapons, the commu­ 
nique said the two leaders “rec­ 
ognized once more that it was 
necessary that the powers pos­ 
sessing these weapons discuss 
the proper means to assure true 
disarmament.” 
They described nuclear prob­ 
lems a« being of “capital impor­ 
tance”—not only the nondissem­ 
ination of atomic arms but also 
the banning of their manufac­ 
ture and the destruction of ex­ 
isting stockpiles.

(An Editorial) 
The Circleville School System faces perhaps its 
greatest crisis at Tuesday’s special election. 
School district voters are being asked to approve an 
additional 3.5-mill operating levy that would make 
it possible to maintain the city’s excellent standard* 
of education. Failure could mean a drastic curtail­ 
ment of the program that now exists. 
The inflationary trend that surrounds us today af­ 
fects all walks of life, including educational programs. 
Schools are no exception when it comes to needing 
money for operating purposes. 
Acquiring and retaining qualified teachers, an es­ 
sential factor in any school system, must be consid­ 
ered. An improved salary schedule, one of the fore­ 
most reasons behind the additional levy request, 
would be the best bet in solving this problem. 
A growing city like Circleville cannot afford a cut­ 
back in its educational program. Yet this seems the 
only alternative unless additional funds are provided 
The probability of new taxes has an unwelcome 
ring. But the expression that our youngsters w ill re­ 
ceive a less than adequate education creates an even 
gloomier outlook. 
This community can rightfully be proud of its new 
school buildings that were entirely provided for by a 
successful bond issue. The levy sought Tuesday will 
assure full and proper use of these facilities. 
Actually, the tax increase will amount to 2.5 mills in 
that one mill is scheduled to be retired in school 
bond and interest indebtedness. 
We feel support, financial and otherwise, directed 
to our school system is a wise investment. The sound 
education of our young students and future leaders is 
the dividend it pays.

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COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A 
former mental patient stood si­ 
lently today while a lawyer en­ 
tered his innocent plea to the 
bludgeon slaying of a nationally 
known church and civil rights 
leader. 
William R. Minor, 23, stood 
with his hands behind his back 
in Columbus Municipal Court as 
Otto Beatty Jr. of the public 
defender’s office entered the 
plea to a first degree murder 
charge in the death of Dr. Rob­ 
ert W. Spike, 43, a ministry pro­ 
fessor at the University of Chi­ 
cago credited with a major role 


in moving the church into civil 
rights activities. 
Minor, who gave his 
home­ 
town as Paintsville, Ky., wore 
a 
maroon and blue checked 
sweater and a white shirt. He 
looked much like a college stu­ 
dent. 
Municipal Judge Dean Stras- 
baugh continued his case until 
Wednesday. 
Minor must be indicted by a 
grand jury before he can be 
tried, unless he waives indict­ 
ment and agrees to a trial on 
the present charge.

Kosygin Holds 
U.S. Guilty 
Of Aggression 


PARIS (AP)—France and the 
Soviet Union declared today the 
war in Viet Nam endangers that 
country’s neighbors and is “the 
principal obstacle to the relaxa­ 
tion of international tensions’* 
and “ lasting peaceful relations 
among numerous countries.’’ 
In a joint communique re­ 
leased six hours after Soviet 
Prem ier Alexei N. Kosygin flew 
home after a nine-day state vis­ 
it, the two governments said 
they deplored the Viet Nam war 
as “a situation whose gravity is 
the result of external interven­ 
tion.” 
Although the source of the 
intervention was not identified, 
previous 
statements 
left 
no 
doubt the United States was 
meant. Kosygin said repeatedly 
during his visit that America is 
guilty of aggression 
in Viet 
Nam. 
“Once again,” the commu­ 
nique said, “ the two govern­ 
ments note that the operations 
of war in Viet Nam continue to 
intensify without letup and that 
the human aud material losses 
continue to grow.” 
The war occupied a large part 
of the conversations between 
Kosygin and French President 
Charles de Gaulle, and the joint 
declaration noted the two gov­ 
ernments would continue “to 
exchange their views on this 
question.'* 
It said both nations are firm 
in their attachment to the prin 
ciples of the U.N, Charter and 
“ were fully resolved” to use all 
of the U.N.’s possibilities to 
spare present and future gen­ 
erations “from the calamities of 
atomic war.” 
Describing discussions on dis­ 
armament and the spread of 
nuclear weapons, the commu­ 
nique said the two leaders “rec­ 
ognized once more that it was 
necessary that the powers pos­ 
sessing these weapons discuss 
the proper means to assur * true 
disarmament.” 
They described nuclear prob 
lems as being of “capital impor­ 
tance”—not only the nondissem­ 
ination of atomic arms but also 
the banning of their manufac­ 
ture and the destruction of ex­ 
isting stockpiles.

U.N. Welcomes Outer Space Pact

(AP) — Some U.N. diplomats 
believe

U.S.-Soviet 
agreem ent to ban war and wea­ 
pons from outer space can open 
the way to a pact to halt the 
spread of nuclear weapons. 
The 
agreement announced 
Thursday by President Johnson 
was welcomed at the U.N. as a 
major breakthrough in a 10-year 
battle fur an international legal 
code to govern space explora­ 
tion. 
“It 
is 
the 
most important 
arms control development since 
the limited test ban treaty of 
1963,” Johnson said, referring to 
the earlier pact barring testing 


in the atmosphere, which most 
nations have ratified. 
He predicted the new treaty 
w o u l d 
“prevent 
warlike 
preparations on the moon and 
other celestial 
bodies” 
while 
guaranteeing “free access to all 
areas 
and 
installations’' 
in 
space. 
Diplomats at the U.N. also 
viewed the agreement as a good 
omen for accord on another m a­ 
jor issue now under negotiation 
— a treaty to halt the spread of 
nuclear weapons to nations that 
don’t have them. No agreement 
on this is expected, however, 
until the 17-nation disarmament 
talks resume in Geneva early in 
1967. 


In announcing the agreement 
from the Texas White House, 
Johnson expressed hope that tile

The NFO goal is $6.05 a hun­ 
dred pounds for milk for bottl­ 
ing about ll and a half cents a 
quart.

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Our Schools Need Support 


(An Editorial) 
The Circleville School System faces perhaps its 
greatest crisis at Tuesday’s special election. 
School district voters are being asked to approve an 
additional 3.5-mill operating levy that would make 
it possible to maintain the city’s excellent standard# 
of education. Failure could mean a drastic curtail­ 
ment of the program that now exists. 
The inflationary trend that surrounds us today af­ 
fects all walks of life, including educational programs. 
Schools are no exception when it com es to needing 
money for operating purposes. 
Acquiring and retaining qualified teachers, ait es­ 
sential factor in any school system , must be consid­ 
ered. An improved salary schedule, one of the fore­ 
most reasons behind the additional lev;/ request, 
would be the best bet in solving this problem. 
A growing city like Circleville cannot afford a cut­ 
back in its educational program. Yet this seem s the 
only alternative unless additional funds are provided 
The probability of new taxes has an unwelcome 
ring. But the expression that our youngsters will re­ 
ceive a less than adequate education creates an even 
gloomier outlook. 
This community can rightfully be proud of its new 
school buildings that were entirely provided for by a 
successful bond issue. The levy sought Tuesday will 
assure full and proper use of these facilities. 
Actually, the tax increase will amount to 2.5 m ills in 
that one mill is scheduled to be retired in school 
bond and interest indebtedness.

(AP) - 
Shipping officials revised the 
toll in the sinking of the ferry 
Heraklion to 235 dead or miss­ 
ing today and expressed fear 
that a number of unlisted, last- 
minute passengers may have 
been aboard. 
Hope was fading that 
there 
would be more survivors than 
the 46 brought in by darkness 
Thursday. Thursday night 49 
survivors were reported, but the 
ministry of merchant marine 
said three of those were later 
found to be bodies. 
Rescue ships kept 
up their 
search through the night and 
today and found 23 more bodies, 
bringing the total recovered to 
more than 40. 
Officials 
directing 
recovery 
operations at Piraeus, the port 
of Athens, said many persons 
may have boarded at the last 
minute and paid their fare after 
the ferry got under way from 
Crete. They said naval students 
from Canea, on the island of 
Crete often ride without being 
recorded on passenger lists. 
The 8,900-ton Herkalion sank 
swiftly in a raging storm at 
a.m. Thursday, midway on an 
overnight crossing from Crete 
to Piraeus with 206 passengers 
officially listed and 75 in the 
crew. By Thursday night, res­ 
cue ships picked up 49 survivors 
and 17 bodies. 
Twelve more bodies were re­ 
covered today. 
After the Heraklion radioed 
its final message. “We are sink 
ing. Help us,” the Greek gov­ 
ernment 
mobilized 
rescue 
forces and ordered an investiga 
tion. The Greek radio switched 
to somber m u s i c . National 
mourning for three days was 
proclaimed. 
Ships from the U.S. 6th Fleet, 
British warships and Greek de 
stroyers cruised the area of the 
sinking off the island of Milos 
Thursday night, turning search 
lights on the dark water and 
lighting flares as they looked for 
survivors and bodies.

Most 
brokers have or can quickly ob­ 
tain the forms needed. 
Don’t worry if the purchase is 
a small one. For a broker, ob­ 
taining a brand new account 
with potential for growth is a 
Christmas gift in itself.

What are some of the reasons 
for difficulty to s w a 11 o wing 
while eating an ordinary meal? 
Difficulty to swallowing ia a 
frequent 
complaint, 
and 
to 
many it becomes frightening. 
The esophasgus is a delicate 
tube which 
leads 
from 
the 
mouth into the stomach and is 
subjected to all conditions that 
afiect any other organ of the 
body. Infections, inflammations 
injuries and tumors can pro­ 
duce the sensation of difficul­ 
ty to swallowing. 
It must be emphasized, espe­ 
cially for those people who be­ 
come terrified 
by 
a 
simple 
complaint, that in most instanc­ 
es this difficulty is of no 
ma­ 
jor importance. 
People 
com­ 
plain of a “lump in the throat” 
and constantly test themselves 
to see if it is still present by 
repeatedly 
swallowing. 
This 
makes the mouth dry and em­ 
phasizes the complaint. 
My assurance that this fre­ 
quent sense of discomfort is us­ 
ually of no major importance 
does not mean that prolonged 
discomfort should be neglected. 
Sometimes a small pocket or 
diverticulum or a hiatus hernia 
may be responsible. Immoder­ 
ate use of alcohol and dietary in­ 
discretions may be factors. The 
esophagus lends itself to deli­ 
cate X-ray studies which can 
almost always detect the rea­ 
son for an obstruction if it is 
present. 
Dr. Arnold Bachman of New 
York City has described spe­ 
cial, fine techniques for the stu­ 
dy of the lining of the esophag­ 
us. These have been successful- 


ly repeated by radiologists all 
over the country. 
Even when a serious growth 
to the esophagus is found it can 
often be cured by one of the 
many new and brilliant opera­ 
tions that are being performed 
today.

Low blood pressure is favor­ 
able to health and long life. 
It has been shown that people 
with low blood pressure or hyp­ 
otension hsve fewer heart at­ 
tacks and circulatory disturb­ 
ances.

Com­ 
mon Pleas Judge William Am­ 
mer sentenced him to a term 
ii one to 20 years in the Ohio 
Penitentiary. 
Heading guilty to the charge

No Cure Now 
In Sight 
For Baldness 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) 
If you’re one of America’s molt­ 
ing millions who dreams of a 
miracle cure, forget it. Despite 
what you may hear there’s still 
no way to prevent baldness. 
This comes from Dr. Arthur 
C. Curtis, chairman of the de­ 
partment of dermatology at the 
University of Michigan. 
Dr. Curtis, attending the na­ 
tional convention of the Ameri­ 
can Academy of Dermatology, 
says the type of baldness known 
as “male pattern baldness is 
inherited and until there is some 
way to control the genetic factor 
that causes baldness there is no

House, a native of Burlington. 
Iowa, refused to say anything 
more about the reprimand be

Churchmen Urge Reforms 
In Both Society and Church 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) — 
Representatives of most major 
American Protestant and Ortho­ 
dox churches today urged Chris­ 
tians to work harder to over­ 
come “racial injustice, poverty, 
hunger, war and disunity within 
the household of God.”

Redemption Through Suffering 


OOD REVEALS THE FUTURE MESSIAH'S SUFFERING 
TO ISAIAH 


Scriptu-e—Itaiah if.T3-flJ.it. 


By R. H. RAMSEY 
THERE has been much schol­ 
arly discuseion regarding the 
authorship of the Book of Isa­ 
iah, the consensus of opinion 
being that it was written by at 
tout two—and more probably 
three—different persons, living 
shout tw o centuries apart. 
Chaptsrs 1-39 were undoubtedly 
written by the great prophet 
I»aiah, for this first portion dif­ 
fers markedly from the second 
— Chspters 40*85 — authorship 
of which is disputed; and some 
scholars ascribe Chapters 55-68, 
dealing mainly with aventS of 
the post-exile restoration, to yet 
a third prophst. 
Isaiah 58, which forms the 
basis of today’s lesson, is the 
highest and deepest chapter of 
the Old Testament, and has 
been called the Okl Testament 
"Holy of holies." Its verses, con­ 
taining the prophecy of God’s 
spiritual salvation of Israel and 
therewith, of all mankind, are 
among the most beloved and 
often quoted in the Bible. From 
its very first translation. Christ­ 
ians have been impressed by the 
finely - drawn 
charactertaation 
and vivid description of Christ 
and His last hours, though it 


that these versee, written cen­ 
turies before, really pointed to 
Him as the premised Messiah. 
Christ bore the chastisement in­ 
flicted by God so that mankind 
would be made sound and well. 
We were the ones sick unto 
death because of our stns, but 
He took them upon Himself, 
and His voluntary endurance 
became the source of our heal­ 
ing. The iniquities of all man­ 
kind were laid upon the Lord, 
and in His death, He atoned 
for them. 
He aubmitted, quietly and 
patiently, to setsure by violent 
hands, a hurried trial, a sen­ 
tence of unrighteous judgment, 
and was hustled off to be cruci­ 
fied. His enemiss were trium­ 
phant. They had destroyed the 
influence of a troublemaker, 
closed the mouth of one who 
challenged their authority. He 
was cut off childless. His name 
doomed to perish from the mem­ 
ory of men. He was stricken by 
God as a representativa, a sub­ 
stitute for the sins of all man­ 
kind. The only perfect Man who 
ever lived was rejected, perse­ 
cuted and slain—not In spits of 
His goodness but because of it!

Ha 
would snter Into all the sorrow, 
suffering, needs and burdens of 
men who would die for their 
sins unless they had faith in 
Him and were redeemed by 
Him. Such seemingly voluntary 
vicarious suffering, human be­ 
ings betng the way they are, 
would undoubtedly lead to the 
AnoLnted One’s exploitation and 
persecution by the unscrupu­ 
lous, rich and proud. 
Looking at this prophecy with 
Christ in mind, it la easy to ms 
why Christians are convinced 


would die among the wicked 
and make His grave among the 
rich. Christ died with two con­ 
demned thieves and was burled 
in the tomb constructed for the 
wealthy Joseph of Arimathea. 
The prophecy closes with a 
declaration of the great vic­ 
tories, triumphs and glorious 
consequences that will Issue 
from the voluntary sacrifice of 
the Servant of the Lord. The 
Messiah's "seed" is the spiritual 
progeny which Christ has be­ 
gotten with the "travail of His 
soul." This spiritual "seed" was 
the chief Joy which w u set be­ 
fore Him, for the sake of which 
He endured the cross. It is the 
pleasure of Jehovah which shall 
be brought to a triumphant ac­ 
complishment through His medi­ 
ation. Israel would be regath­ 
ered Into a new covenant rela­ 
tion ship with God, of which His 
Servant will be the bond.

THERE has been much schol­ 
arly discussion regarding the 
authorship of the Book of Isa­ 
iah, the consensus of opinion 
being that it was written by at 
least two—and more probably 
three—different persons, living 
about 
tw o 
centuries 
apart. 
Chapters 1-39 were undoubtedly 
written by the great prophet 
Isaiah, for this first portion dif­ 
fers markedly from the second 
— Chapters 40-55 — authorship 
of which is disputed; and Some 
scholars ascribe Chapter! 55-68, 
dealing mainly with event! of 
the post-exile restoration, to yet 
a third prophet. 
Isaiah 53, which forma the 
basis of today’s lesson, is the 
highest and deepest chapter of 
the Old Testament, and has 
been called the Old Testament 
"Holy of holies.” Its verse!, con­ 
taining the prophecy of God’s 
spiritual salvation of Israel and 
therewith, of ail mankind, are 
among the moat beloved and 
often quoted in the Bible. From 
its very first translation, Christ­ 
iana have been impressed by the 
finely - drawn 
characterisation 
and vivid description of Christ 
and His last hours, though it 


that these verses, written cen­ 
turies before, really pointed to 
Him aa the promised Messiah. 
Christ bore the chastisement In­ 
flicted by God so that mankind 
would be made sound and well. 
We were the ones sick unto 
death becauae of our sins. but 
He took them upon Himself, 
and His voluntary endurance 
became the source of our heal­ 
ing. The iniquities of all man­ 
kind were laid upon the Lord, 
and in His death, He atoned 
for them. 
He 
submitted, 
quietly and 
patiently, to seisure by violent 
hands, a hurried trial, a sen­ 
tence of unrighteous judgment, 
and was hustled off to be cruci­ 
fied. His enemies were trium­ 
phant. They had destroyed the 
influence of a troublemaker, 
closed the mouth of one who 
challenged their authority. He 
was cut off childless. His name 
doomed to perish from the mem­ 
ory of men. He was stricken by 
God as a representative, a sub­ 
stitute for the sins of all man­ 
kind. The only perfect Man who 
ever lived was rejected, perse­ 
cuted and slain—not in spite of 
His goodness but because of it!

CHS But do aU the students 
reaUy know exactly what a flu­ 
ent council is and what it does? 
Do they realize it s complexi­ 
ty and the planning it would re­ 
quire to be a successful organ­ 
isation? 
There is no such thing as stu­ 
dent government on the high 
school level. A student council 
c o u I d not make new rules and 
run the school, although they 
might assist in the planning of 
such school events as home­ 
coming. school dances, assem­ 
blies, student elections, and the 
building of school pride and mo­ 
rale 
If a student councU does not 
govern, then why have it? One 
good reason might be to teach 
responsibility and good citizen­ 
ship to the students, who wiU 
need this t r a i n i n g in future 
years Other purposes might be 
to establish better relationships 
between the students and the 
faculty, to promote s t u d e n t 
activities, or to provide a forum 
for the expression of student 
opinion. 
In planning for a s t u d e n t 
councU many things have to be 
taken into consideration; fo r 


instance, the members of the 
councU. How w o u l d they be 
chosen? Would they be class or 
club officers or representatives 
from each homeroom? Would 
there be only specific require­ 
ments to meet, academically 
or otherwise? The councU would 
naturally have to meet, but 
w h e r e or when? Would it be 
on s c h o o l time or 00 the 
student’s time? Seemingly sim­ 
ple matters Uke these require 
much deliberation by the ad­ 
ministration even before the 
students take part in the actual 
formation of a student councU. 
lf CHS were to have a student 
councU, would it be in name 
only or would it be a sound, 
functioning organization? Would 
the students be willing to work 
and Uke on the respooaibiUty 
to make a student councU suc­ 
cessful? MOut a b o u t the stu­ 
dent body as a whole’’ Would 
they accept the decisions of the 
I c 0 u n c 11 
and co - operate 
with them? Or w o u I d they op­ 
pose the council s every move, 
m a k i 0 g it impossible to ac­ 
complish anything The key to 
a successful, functioning student 
council is complete co-operation 
and backing the student body 
and faculty. 
It would be a good thing to 
have a student councU but it is 
not something to be formed in 
a short time. It takes a lot cd 
work and planning 
So when 
demands for a student coun^l 
.are made remember, it’s cash­ 
ier said than done

PARIS (AP) — France's in­ 
tentions toward political coop­ 
eration with the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization will be put 
to a sharp test next week. 
President Charles de Gaulle,

Give Kidneys 
To 2 Women 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (AP) - 
Two convicts who say they have 
nothing to lose and nothing to 
gain except self-respect are do­ 
nating kidneys to two women, so 
they can give hope for life to 
others. 
They are Bill Watson, 34, and 
Ben Crippen, 35, both serving 
life sentences in the Arkansas 
State Prison. 
"Both of us have got more 
time than we can do,” Watson 
said Thursday. "We’ve got noth­ 
in to lose. This 
is 
about the 
only way we can help some­ 
body.” 
Watson was convicted for rape 
and Crippen for murder. 
Surgeons at the University of 
Arkansas Medical Center at Lit­ 
tle Rock transplant a kidney 
today from Watson to Doris Ra­ 
tliff, 38, of Fayetteville, Ark. 
Crippen is scheduled to donate 
one of his kidneys in about two 
weeks to Lillie Lewis, 48, of 
Earle, Ark. 
Both Mrs. Ratliff and Mrs. 
Lewis had their diseased kid­ 
neys removed and life has been 
sustained with an artificial kid­ 
ney. Their chances of receiving 
a 
successful 
transplant 
are 
slightly better than 50 per cent, 
according to Dr. William J. 
Flanigan, a member of a kidney 
transplant team at the medical 
center that has had nine suc­ 
cessful transplants out of 15. 
In an interview at the medical 
center, where they are not un­ 
der guard, Watson and Crippen 
said they approached the opera­ 
tions with some anxiety, but felt 
the benefits would be great. 
"A person has to keep his self- 
repect all the 
time,” Watson 
said. "The penitentiary is no 
place to keep it. When someone 
hollers for help you try to help.” 
*Tve done an awful lot of 
wrong,” Crippen said. "When 
>ou can help you do it I think 
I’ll be giving Mrs. Lewis the 
best Christmas present I can.” 
The two say they expect no 
leniency from prison authorities 
because of their donations.

Two convicts who say they have 
nothing to lose and nothing to 
gain except self-respect are do­ 
nating kidneys to two women, so 
they can give hope for life to 
others. 
They are Bill Watson, 34, and 
Ben Crippen, 35, both serving 
life sentences in the Arkansas 
State Prison. 
“Both of us have got more 
time than we can do,” Watson 
said Thursday. “We’ve got noth­ 
in to lose. This 
is 
about the 
only way we can help some­ 
body.” 
Watson was convicted for rape 
and Crippen for murder. 
Surgeons at the University of 
Arkansas Medical Center at Lit­ 
tle Rock transplant a kidney 
today from Watson to Doris Ra- J 
tliff, 38, of Fayetteville, Ark. 
Crippen is scheduled to donate 
one of his kidneys in about two 
weeks to Lillie Lewis, 48, of 
Earle, Ark. 
Both Mrs. Ratliff and Mrs. 
Lewis had their diseased kid­ 
neys removed and life has been 
sustained with an artificial kid- 
i ney. Their chances of receiving 
a 
successful 
transplant 
are 
slightly better than 50 per cent, 
according to Dr. William J. 
Flanigan, a member of a kidney 
transplant team at the medical 
center that has had nine suc­ 
cessful transplants out of 15. 
In an interview at the medical 
center, where they are not un­ 
der guard Watson and Crippen 
said they approached the opera­ 
tions with some anxiety, but felt 
the benefits would be great. 
“A person has to keep his self 
repect aU the 
time,” Watson 
said. “The penitentiary is no 
place to keep it. When someone 
hollers for help you try to help.” 
“I’ve done an aw*ful lot of 
wrong,” Crippen said. “When 
>ou can help you do it I think 
I’ll be giving Mrs. Lewis the 
best Christmas present I can.” 
The two say they expect no 
leniency from prison authorities 
because of their donations.
